QOVKKXOE LEWIS' VALBOICTOET 
He tenders to his fellow citizens his 


heartfelt thanks for the honor conferred 
upon him by placing Trim in so high a 
position, and thefirm1 snpport he has 
received through tbe trials > and cares 
of office. 
He states that, some twenty 


years ago, he first came to the Terri- 
tory of Wisconsin: He had scarcely 
become a citizen before he was placed 
in a position of reiponsibility, and 
since that time most of the positions of 
honor and trust in tho gift of the State 
had been bestowed npon him. 


He reviewed the great events which 


had been crowded into the history of 
the country during the past four years, 
in which the State of Wisconsin had 
born* an important part, and tbe les- 
sons which these events have tanght 
ui as a nation: 


He is satisfied that oar laws should 


be more general in'their nature<There 
seems to be a growing dasire for spe- 
cial, partial, and local legislation. . In 
th* State of Wi«consin,; especially, he 
fears class legislation is becoming an 
evil. "Examine our session laws, he 
remarks, "and sec the large number of 
statutes enacted at-eankanntial session. 
See the sessions protracted t» an unne- 
cessary length. 
See laws passed, am- 


ended, and repealed at the same ses- 
sion, rendering it difficult for the citi- 
zen to know what the law is," 


He exhorts obedience to the law*, 


and to frown down and discountenance 
everything like mob spirit. 
He also 


exhorts a perfect tmion, nothing tend- 
ing more to weaken onr institutions, 
aud nothing more certainly inviting in- 
terference, aggression and danger from 
other nations, than division aad anar- 
chy in our own midst.

al and intellectual, a* a (afegnard 
against the unseen dangers of the fti- 
ture.. "Ignorance begets vice, but it 
will, under any form ->jf government, 
permit destruction. Every man, to be 
a good citizen, must-know hi* duties 
a* lueb. The people are- the deposi- 
tories of power; but how Ci»n they 


will ever b* a source of proud satisfac- 
tion, that, during the L trial*« ami dan - 
gers of civil strife, .tbeir Chief Magis- 
trate* have, by their energy, ability, 
and experience^ so mahsged the affairs 
of la* CommoDwesJtht as not only to 
reflect credit upbntthnnsciveo, tat

place tile State they hare *o ably re- 
presented among tie .foremost of it* 
sister state* in rallying it* force* to the 
defense of the Republic.

That he should at once be 
cntriuted.with,the- right of suffrage is 
a matter of .grave doubt in the. minds 
of many pffhis .be«t friends. There 
are many wno;tEink that, in any •vent 
some limit should be attached to this 
extension of that privilege! It cannot' 
be expected that a slave population- 
whose shackle* have been so recently 
stricken off, can at once intelligently 
exercise this sacred and important trust; 
but some there are among them from 
whom that greatprivilege;should sot be 
withheld. Thatuian among them who, 
in the midst of the most abject bond- 
age, and in spite of vrefriendly legisla- 
tion has so|far risen above his class and 
condition as to be able to read and 
writ*, cannot bo wholly unfit to exer- 
cise the right of suffrage. 
Nor should 


those who voluntarily took up their 
muskets and fought in the Union army 
for perpetuity of republican institutions 
be held unworthy of the highest rights 
and dearest privileges of American cit- 
izenship. It is a matter of regret that 
the citizens of onr own State should 
have again deaied to the colored people 
in our midst th« right of suffrage.— 
Time will yet modify their opinions, 
and this privilege will looner or later 
be extended to that class. There can 
be no good reason why any man of in- 
telligence, who is a .good citizen, who 
pays taxes for the support of the gov- 
ernment, is subject to military duty, 
and who yields a ready obedienee to 
the laws, should not be allowed an ex- 
pression of his opinion at the ballot box. 
If any restriction is to be placed upon 
that privilege, it should relate, not to 
the complexion <n£ the voter, but to his 
intelligence aad capacity. I trust that 
the day is not far distant when the suf- 
frage laws of all the'states will be alike, 
and ihat they will bt> so hroad and com- 
prehensive in their provisions s.3 to 
reach every man in the land who ean 
read and write, and none others. In 
this land of schools and colleges no 
man need b* disqualified under such a 
law unless he.chooses to be, and if he 
chooses to be he will be entirely unfit 
to vote.
